T he elephant 
tak es care o f'a ll these operations. Not 
only he is a d ra ft anim al, b u t in 
som e instances, a t a w ord from his 
driver, he picks up a timber, carries it 
to the designated point, and then not 
only deposits it Where it belongs, b u t 
does so w ith precision and com parative 
ease, accom plishing a result alm ost im ­ 
possible by hand labor, and w ith less 
ex p en d itu re of tim e th an w ould be re­ 
quired by a steam ct a ne. 
In m ost cases an elephant driver, or 
m ahout, is required for each elephant, 
b u t hum an labor is so cheap as not to 
be a facto r in the expense 
T he ele­ 
p h a n t furnishes th e labor w hich is paid 
for, and the driver is looked upon as a 
necessary, though not altogether de­ 
sirable, 
concom itant, 
as the 
native 
helper is not so m uch to be relied upon 
as his big charge. 
Opium and th e 
strong brew s of n ativ e roots w ork on 
hum an frailty , but the elephant bus no 
desire for these. 
In m any big lum ber­ 
ing operations the elephants ar** seem ­ 
ingly “told” w h at they are to do in the 
m orning, and in some degree left to 
carry on th e w ork d u rin g the day ac­ 
cording to th eir own devices. 
Very re­ 
m arkable are the stories told of th eir 
sagacity. One of these stories, vouched 
for as true, concerns lum bering, anjl 
tells of an elephant th a t w as about to 
pick up a log Just as the g reat gong 
w hich signaled the close of the day s 
w ork w as sounded. To the surprise of 
th e m ahout, the log, only a little larger 
th an others w hich had been carried, 
proved too heavy for the elephant to 
lift from the ground. A nother elephant 
w as requisitioned, but the tw o together 
failed to m ake any headw ay w ith the 
heavy tim ber, and th e attem p t w as 
given up. 
In the m orning the first ele­ 
p h an t w ent im m ediately to the tim ber, 
lifted It w ith ap p aren t ease, and car­ 
ried it to tho required resting place.—
